DYNAMITE CAR IN WRECK 



Worst Wreck that Hns Ev«r Taken Ptoce 

In this Vldnily -Debris not Cleared 

Avvay Tilt Sunday 




On Friday last all 'raTic on the 
local branch of the Soo Line was held 
tip for.a number of hours on account of 
a freight wreck at Loon Lake. The 
accident occurred directly opposite the 
place formerly owned by Prank Setek, 
but how conducted by Mr. Hulic. 
' This is said to have been one of the 
worst wrecks In this section in a long 
time B.hd when it became known that 
one of the wrec^^ed cars was loaded 
with dynamite and another with'gaso* 
line there was considerable excitement 
in the neighborhood. 

The freight train, consisting of about 
thirty cars was proceeding north on 
the single track, when suddenly and 
without warning.-a wheel on one of the 
cars gave way, allowing the truck to 
drop. . This caught in the track and 
roadbed, the track for some little dis- 
tance was torn up and one ofthe rails was 
curled up in such a way that it pierced 
the car of dynamite. How it happen- 
ed that this did not set of the explosive 
ia not known. Had it exploded how- 
^ver,-it is realized there.would have 
been, a detonation thnt would hnvf* 
equalled the famous Pleasant Prairie 
powder mill explosion. Five heavy 
frieight cars were thrown from the 
track and rolled upon their sides. 

News of the wreck was telegraphed 
to the. offices of the company and as 
soon as possible a gang of men and a 
wrecker were on their way to the 
scene of the accident. The greatest 
care had to be taken In moving the car 
of dynamite and because the workmen 
did not relish this job very much, the 
work of clearing up the wreckage pro- 
ceeded slowly and it was not until Sun- 
day afternoon that the debris was clear- 
ed away. 

The cars that were overturned were 
completely smashed into kindling wood 
and much of the contents were destroy- 
ed and a number of the other cars 
were also badly damaged but although 
the wreck ia one of the worst that has 
taken place in the county in some time 
the railroad ofHcials feel that 
they are getting off very lightly when 
they consider that an expIo8ion)did not 
occur. Such ai} explosion doubtless 
would have torn the whole train to 
pieces and would have resulted in a 
heavy loss of life. As it was not one 
person was killed or seriously injured.

DEATH OP WILLIAM

AT CHICAGO FRIDAY 

A death of unusually sad proportions 
wna that of William L. Martin, a young 
man about twenty-four years of age.

A SHORT ILLNESS 

A shadow of sorrow was cast over 
the majority of the homes in the village 
on Thursday of last week when it be- 
came known that Mrs. Chas. Thorn had

States Attorney Dady Looks

'r isfy Voters 



ABLE BODIED MEN ONLY 



General Opinion was that when women 
were Allowed to Vote They would be v 
Included in the Poll Tax 



Women will not be expected topay 
poll taxes this year nor in the years to 
come unless the law governing the col- 
lection of. such taxes is changed. 

At the request of some of the resi- 
debts of the county State's Attorney 
Dady looked the matter up and found 
thnt nothing ia said of women and that 
the statute calls only for "able bodied 
men." This is interpreted by the 
state's attorney as meaning that re* 
gardles's of the fact that, the women of 
the county have been given the right to 
vote they are nevertheless not to be 
held to the payment of the taXes ori- 
ginally borne by men. 
• An extract from the law on the mat- 
ter is as follows: 

"At their annual meeting to be held 
oh the second Tuesday after the .an- 
nual town election in each year each 
board of highway commissioners shall 
make a list of able bodied med in their 
town ot district between the ages of 21 
and 50 and .-deliver the same to the 
town distHct'tlreasurer on or before tho 
first of May of each year, and assess 
at such^,meeting against such -person, 
upon the list a sumn'ot lebs than ?1 not 
more than $3 as a poll tax. 

Those who inquired of the state's 
attorney fcgarding the matter declared 
that the generaj opinion in the county 
was that the women were to be includ- 
ed in the list, when the poll, tax was 
made up,, Thera has been considerable 
argument oh the matter' according to 
these men and they Hnally decided that 
they would let the matter rest with the 
state's attorney's oflRice. 

Some time ago the state highway 
commission sent out a report that un- 
less petitions were signed asking that 
the poll : tax question be continued 
it would have to be voted oh at the 
next election and for this reason pe-> 
titions have been circulated about the 
different townships.

Now York. — The Interior of 
Nicaragua contains forests of ma- 
hogany, Romo of tho finest grades 
of that splendid wood being 
shipped from that country, says 
Popular Mechanics, Felled In the 
donso tropical forests, roughly hewn 
and hauled to tho seaboard, theso 
huge logs aro thrown in tho water and 
chained In large booms to await tho 
paaaago of an up-bound steamer. To

White mabogony Is also shipped from 
Nicaragua, and Is Incrcaaing in pop- 
ular favor. 



COSTLY FREIGHT IN ALASKA 

Cheapest Service to Northern: Country 

Involves Trip Around tho 

Aleutian Islands. 

New York.— If a miner at Fairbanks 
orders a boiler aUIpped to him by tho 
Bouthcaslom route. It comes by steam- 
er 1,000 miles from Pugot sound up 
the inland passage to Skagway. There 
Jt Is transshipped to tlio narrow gaugo 
White Pass & Yukon railroad, which 
climbs nearly tbreo thousand feet up 
White Pass, creases tha divide and 
winds down on tho other side 110 
miles to White Horao on tho upper 
Yukon. There tho boiler la handled 
again, this time being loaded on a 
little Canadian river steamer which 
carries it 4G0 miles to Dawson. Onco 
more there Is unloading and loading; 
and tho boiler Is stored away on an 
American river steamer that makea 
the last 1,000 miles ot the trip to Fair-' 
banks. 

But this route Is so very oxpenslvo 
that most of tho freight goes by the 
Northweatorn route — 2,700 miles by 
steamer around the Aleutian Islands 
to at Michael, the World's Work 
states. 

Such la tho cheapest freight sorv- 
Ico to tho metropolis of central Alas- 
ka, and the merchant who uses this 
service has to buy a year's supply at 
a timo and pay Interest nijd storage 
on It. The freight rate on the neces- 
sities of life, which amounts to about 
ono hundred and thirty-five dollars a 
yoar for every man. woman and child 
In the Interior, Is what keeps down 
tho population. 



THRILLING STORY OF WRECK 



Two Americans Cast Ashore on Island 

Live Seventeen Days on 

Oystera and Clams. 

Calcutta. — ^Two Americans, J. P. 
OoUlna and A. J. Dann, solo survivors 
of the Glasgow schooner Marie Ellen, 
tell a thrilling story of their adven- 
tures - when tho Ill-fated vessel was 
wrecked a year ago on Dutch Borneo. 
They only recently reached Rangoon 
from Singapore. 

When In tho neighborhood of La 
Ha Datu, British Borneo, tho cry of 
"breakers ahead" brought all handa^^ 
on deck. In the afternoon the ves- 
sel struck tho reef with such force 
she carrlOd away her masts. 

"It soon became a case of every 
man for himself, and wo watched our 
opportunity to drop oyer tho side and 
swim for a small Island wo could soo 
In the distance on tho port quarter," 
said ColIInB. "The land we gained 
.we.learnod afterwards was Paul Don- 
nlo. Island. 

"For 17 days we lived on raw oys- 
ters and clams and then It was wo 
discovered Malay woodcutters cooking 
a -meal. Their chief, HaJ All. treated 
ITb .well and two days later we were 
taken to Tarakan."

Attlcii. InU., April 7.— The Wnbaah 
rivor bridge collapsed on Sunday nnd 
hurled tho Coatineutal Limited train 
of tho Wabash syBtem Into tho dttch 
and partly Into the rlvor. Three per* 
Bona 'were killed, another hurt and GO 
others less seriously hurt. 

Wrecklug crows hnd Just cleared 
oway tho debris caused by i\ wreck 
earlier In the day. Apparently tho sup- 
ports of tho bridge bad been weakened, 
for tho whole span under (bo engine 
crumpled. 

The dead arc: Tim Hull, englneor, 
Peru. Ind.. married; Jacob Miller, firo* 
man, Peru, Ind.. married; J. A. Tbom- 
ns. express messenger, Huntington. 
Ind. Tho engine, tender and three cars 
phiDgod through tho broken span, nil 
falling n diettinco of about thirty feet 
to tho bank of tho river, and one car 
partly submerged. Only tho breaking 
of the couplings prevented the remain- 
der of the train from falling, and only 
the fact that tho cars were of steel 
averted terrible loss of Ufo. 

One pasyenger car was half way over 
the edge of the pier on the river side 
of the broken span. When the forward 
cars fell tho weight nnd momentum of 
this car sent the forward end toppling 
downward. 

Every passenger was hurled In a 
screaming, nghting mass to the front 
end of tho cnr, and Hnnlly It became 
apparent to them that the car was no 
longer moving, and that they wouldbo 
all right If they would extricate them- 
selves, and they did, quickly.

LIQUORS BARRED IN NAVY 



Secretary Danlela Forbids Use of In- 
toxicants by Officers of 
Vesaels. 

Washington. April 7.— Prohibition 
will be extended to tho entire naval 
eervico, under an order issued on Sat- 
urday by Secretary Daniels, which will 
go into effect on July 1 next Here la 
his order: "The use or introduction for 
drinking purposes of alcoholic iiquora 
on board any naval vossel, or witliln 
any yard or station, Is strictly prohib- 
ited, nnd commanding ofhcers will be 
held directly responsible for the en- 
forcement of this order." 

Tho ajitl-drinking order was Issued 
upon tho recommendation of Surgeon 
General William C. Rralsted of the 
navy. In signing the order. Secretary 
Daniels said, in part: 

*'I am In hearty ngrooment with the 
views expressed by the surgeon gen- 
eral in his paper accompanying the 
recommendation. During tho last week 
It has been my painful duty to approve 
a court-martial for dismissal from tho 
service of an ofncer for Intoxication. 
Ho told me that ho had never tasted 
intoxicating drink until he did so in 
tho wlno mess on his cruIsoB. Others, 
■who have boon disciplined for drinking 
to excoss. have made similar state- 
ments to me." 



Waahington, April ■!.— Twelve cities 
have been named as federal rosorvo 
banks. 

District No. 7 (the Chicago district) 
Is described In full as follows: 

District No. 7: Tho etato of lown, 
all that part of Wisconsin located 
south of tho northern boundary of tho 
following counties: Vernon, Sauk, 
Columbia, Dodge, Waahington and 
Osaukeo; all of tho southern penin- 
sula of Michigan, viz: That part east 
of Lake Michigan, all that part of Illi- 
nois located north of a lino forming 
tho southern boundary of tho follow-

After securing control of tho city on 
Thursday tho rebel soldiers wore given 
tho freedom of absolute license. 
Many were raving maniacs from their 
long vigll on tho firing lines* loss of 
sleep and tho excitement of battle. 

Saloons were broken open and loot- 
ed and a massacre of federal prison- 
ers followed. In brawls over loot, 
many robela were shot by their com- 
panions. Many of the rebel troopa 
wero BO exhausted that they fell 
across the bodies of the dead and 
slept soundly for hours. 

General Villa, without giving his 
men lime to rest after their terrific 
eleven days' battle, ordered an Im- 
modlato advance on Saltillo and 
Monterey, two of tho few Important 
cities in northern Mexico still held 
by tho federals. 

Even before General Villa wired the 
news of the capture of Torreon to 
General Carranza. tho latter said ho 
had been sending troopa eastward to- 
ward tho two federal strongholds. 

According to two dispatches re- 
ceived hero from the rebel front, tho 
entire army of General Velasco, fed- 
eral commander at Torreon, was wiped 
out. save a few hundred wljo escaped 
with Velasco during tho darkness. 

Tho rebel pursuing force engaged 
tho rear guard of tho fugitive federals 
at San Pedro on Friday, killing 100 
and capturing 123,

At tbo suggestion of-oneof 
our officers wo last year raised a 
small lot of very flno potatoes on somo 
of our vacant lands. Wo thought we 
were bualnesa men but selling those 
potatoes was too much for us. Wo 
found that tho rotallera had contracts 
with Jobbers for their year's supply. 
Tho Jobbers and whoIcsalorB were 
'Bhtpping In tbclr potatoes In carload 
lots and they did not- caro for tho few 
hushcla wo had.' Even tho' hotels had 
either bargained for their year's sup- 
ply or would not moke a contract with 
anyone who could not furnish all that 
they might need during tho year. 

"In fact no one In tho whole city 
•yapUid .au r p atatoes. Wo woro com- 
pelled to practically glvo thom awoy. 
It opened -our oyes. Wo know now 
what tho farmer Is up against In the 
city markets when ho has anything to 
ueU. Tho farmer can no longer soil 
a product without going from houBO 
to houBO as a peddler. As business U 
210W conducted bla situation Is hope- 
less.. It soema to mo that It la co-oper- 
atlvo marketing or nothing for the far^ 
mer." 

Colorado Peach Grower Haar Trouble. 

Nowhero on earth dothoy ralao bet- 
ter pcachoB than In Colorado. Recent- 
ly In an oxcopllonally good year one 
grower marketed 10,000 boxes of flno 
pc'achoB In tho usual way expecting 
hlg returns. When the final sottlo- 
ment arrived ho took: It homo so that 
hla wife and children who had helped 
,wlth tho work might enjoy It with 
him. When ho opened tho onvelopo'he 
found first a long and detallod stato- 
mont which ho did not fully compre- 
hend. But turning to tho accompany- 
ing letter ho road this paragraph: "I 
think wo aro fortunate Indeed, In vlow 
of alt ,tho circumstances, to find that 
no liability stands against ua. IE you 
will send ua your draft for ?50 thia 
will close tho account and no further 
liability win attach to you," Finally 
It soaked la that tho result of tho en- 
tire year was a losa of $60. 

But ho posscBBOd himaelC In pa- 
tience and thought It all over. From 
Inquiry ho learned that whilo retail 
prices wore good, tho peachoa had 
passed through tho hands of six to 
eight persona each of whom had taken 
t}ut a profit. No obo poraon had robbed 
him. No ono had b6on dlahoncat. No 
one had made excesalvo profits.. Each 
one had almply .looked out for hlmaelf. 
Tho farmer had been fool enough not 
to da tho same thing. 
"■'Farmer Tries to Sell Direct. 
Tho next yeor "at tho opening of tho 
season tho grower went to tho Denver 
retailer who had handled hla product. 
Ho was glad to find that his poaches 
of tho previous Boasou.had arrived. in 
good sbapb, had been readily soldi and 
had brought a good price. Tho dealer 
"said hoTVouId bo glad Indoo^ to ban-- 
dio his peaches again If possible. Then 
the grower demonstrated with pencil 
nnd.poper thot tho grower by selling 
directly to the retailer would double 
hla own return, double tho retailor's 
■ profit and still leave ninplo margin for 
all oxpensca Intervening. Tho retailer 
gavb.a respectful hearing but slowly 
shook his head. "Nothing doing/' ho 
eald. , "If I buy my peaches directly 
from you tlfq wholQpalors will suggest 
that I buy my pineapples and bananas 
of you too. I tried It once. It did not 
take them long to get wlao.^ I waa In- 
formed that It I over did that again I 
■would not bo able to buy any fruit In 
tho city. You can't blame them for 
, thoy think they . are protecting their 
business in. tho only posalblo way." 
Inquiries of votallers In olhot parts 
of the city, brought tho aamo onawor. 
It was absblutoly IrapoBBlble for tho 
grower to market his fruU In the city 
of Denver. 



Bayfield, Wis., Is In the midst of a 
now fruit country. There they have 
a high-grade of cherries, B^rawberrles 
and other small fruits. A small local 
coK)poratlvo society Is marketing all 
their BtufT In Mlnneapolla. We asked 
the manager why ho did not aoll In oth- 
er cities — Milwaukee, for example,, 
whore tho retailers abould bo willing 
to pay good prices for good fruit Hla 
reply was that ho had been utterly 
unable to find any Milwaukee retailer 
who would take his fruit bocauao Ihoy 
said that they' must deal only with 
those who handled a full lino of 
fruits; that if thoy bought cherries 
and strawberries of hira thoy would 
find themselves unable to buy tho 
other fruits which ho did not handle, 
such OS bananas, poaches, pineapples 
and the like. Tho same condition ex- 
ists everywhere. Tho retailer will 
not buy In small quantities nor will 
thoy buy of those, who cannot sell 
them a full line of supplies. A ropre- 
Bontatlvo of tho Society of Equity of 
Wisconsin wont to Chicago to work 
up a trade directly with tho retailors 
of that city but gave up the plan In de- 
spair. Ho concUidod that cither the 
cooperative marketing concorna muat 
combine upon broad lines In order to 
bo able to protect. the retailors who 
bought of them, or else the consumerB 
must combine and buy co-operatively 
of tho producer. In short, the Amerl: 
can farmer cannot, unaided, Invado tho 
larger cities. Even the smaller co-op- 
crativo organizations find themselves 
too weak to go Into tho city markets. 

Federates to Invade Cities. 

But hero In Germany, and In fact 
In many other countrloa, tho farmer 
does successfully Invade tho cltlee, 
largo and small. He does It through 
tho federated association of co-opera- 
tive Boclotloa which thrive evorywhoro. 
Theao organizations do a tremendous 
business. Thoy aro enormous con- 
cerns, capable of taking big contracts 
and making good on them, fully ablo 
to hold thoir own in competition with 
privately owned concerns. Tho Ger- 
man retailer knows that when ho deals 
with such a concern or- organization 
ho can get all that ho wants whenever 
ho wants It, 

We have just been Inveatlgatlng the 
methods of ono of these federated sale 
societies, tho United Pomeranian 
DalrleB, a_ concern, which represents 
thousands' of farmers. We found tho 
manager a most buslnqasllko Individu- 
al with an. amazingly wide knowledge 
of all matters connected with tho mar- 
keting of the products handled by him. 
Ho baa at his tongue's lend the an- 
swer to nil questions, whether thoy 
have to do with the tochnlcalltlea of 
tho product Itself or with the business 
methods of tho concern. Tho retailors 
do not hesitate to deal. with this con- 
cern for they can roly upon It. to sup- 
ply all of their needs, all of tho time. 
It markets tho butter and cheese com- 
ing from over half a million cows and 
supplements this when necessary with 
Imported products. It Is through Insti- 
tutions such as this that tho Gorman 
farmer invades the Gorman city. 

Union, of Co-operative Concerns, 

"This la an association of associa- 
tions," tbo manager stated, "it is not 
counoctod with any Landscbaftoa" or 
Rolffcaon bank. Our ussoclatlona'aro 
formed solely to aid the^ farmer In mar- 
kotlng his produce. In fact, nearly all 
tho sharea aro hold by farmora. Wo 
havo over twenty thouaand separate 
hiembcrs. There aro 110 associations. 
Wo are marketing our product through 
flfty-alx stores." 

'This is a co>operatlvQ concern In tho 
true sense of tho word. All our con- 
corns are oporatod upon tho; "ono man 
,ono veto" plan, as aro all of the co-<)i>- 
oratlvQ Bocietlos In Germany. Tho 
small farmer has as much Influence as 
tho big man, Everybody connoctod 
with US participates In our profits and 
la rosponalblp If wo havo losses. . Ev- 
erybody votes, nobody votes more thon 
once. Wo charge about throo per 
cent, on the turnover to pay the ex-, 
ponscs Involved In morketlng. What 
is left goes to tho mombora who sell 
through us." 

"Tho cafof product Is butter, but we 



handle a great doa! of cheese 'and 
Bomo other farm producta. Wo Import 
conBldorablo of our chooso from Cana- 
da almply to moot tho demand and to 
mako It unnccoflsary for those who 
buy of ua to go claowhero. 

Keeping Up the Quality. 
"Wo regard tho standnnllzntlon of 
products ns tho most; Important fea- 
ture of co-oporntlon In Germany bo 
far OS. tho marketing of It Is concern- 
ed. All tho butter which wo handle 
Is graded and branded. Each producer 
Is given a most complete score sheet 
Every timo one of our subsidiary con- 
corns got a consignment of butter from 
a producer It Is graded as la Indicated 
on a Bcoro card." 

Tho scoro card Is In duplicate, tho 
original to bo kept at tho central office, 
and a carbon copy to bo filled out and 
forwarded to tho producer. Tho card 
Btatoa that tho quality of tho shipment 
received has boon marked upgn tho fpl- 
lowing points: (1) Goruch (Bmcll); 
(2) GoBchmack (Flavor); (3) Sala 
(Salt) ; (4) Bearbeltung (Well 
Worked); (5) Konslatcnz (Texture); 
(6) Vorpacking (Pocking),' (7) Klassl- 
fizlort (ClaBBlfiod); (8) noma^ks. 

Tho manager continued: "If wo find 
a creamery Is not sending us a high- 
grade product we send somcono to 
make investigation and to help im- 
prove tho quality. As things now aro 
no creamery supplies any butter of 
a grade less than tho highest which It 
Is capable of producing. Tho scoro 
card la of course a groat help In keep- 
ing up tbo quality. Wo keep tho orig- 
inal BCoro card ourselvea and eend a 
carbon copy of It to tho producer who 
Is thUB»abIo to know in what particu- 
lar hiB butter Is leas than It ahould be. 
In' thia way each creamery gota a re- 
port every week upon Ua buttor so 
that It knows at onco If there Is any 
falling off in quality. Wo are now mor^ 
kotlng the buttor produced by from 
six hundred thousand to aovcn hun- 
dred thouaand cows." 

An Efficient Plant. 
No American, accuBtomed to farmers 
who aro always Individualists and sel- 
dom combine, would think from an In- 
spection of thiB plant that It was 
owned and managed by 20,000 farmers. 
It would seem to be rather the prop- 
erty of Bomo captain of finance who 
had spared neither expense nor scien- 
tific, effort In order to arrive at tho 
highest stage of efilclency. 

Everywhere wo found labor saving 
devlcoa. Everywhere tho machinery 
was carefully protected ao that danger 
to omployea did not lurk In tho power 
machinery that was In operation. (Ger- 
many It must be remembered haa a na- 
tional policy that requires that all 
workmen bo fully protected). In one 
room waa an Ice plant; In-anotber was 
the electric plant producing the pow- 
er used In operating tho machinery and 
in lighting the oatabllahmont. 
An Outside Opinion. 
Naturally anxloua to hear what a 
dealer who was not a co-operator and 
had no intcreat in tho co-operatlyo 
movement had to say about coK)pera- 
tlon, wo went to tho manager of a 
Jobbing concern dealing In dairy prod- 
ucts. Wo found him Intelligent and 
ready to talk. "This Is a wholeaale 
company privately owned," he said. 
"I deal with many co-operative dairy 
associations. My experience with 
them has been excellent They have 
better machinery, better organization* 
-tjetter bualneas methods, produce -hot- 
ter buttor than do private creameries 
and are altogether/ sat Is factory. There 
Is anothor thing which should not bo 
overlooked. We llko to deal with a 
concern which can furnish us In large 
quantities In absolutely uniform qual- 
ity. •'This la whot the co-operators do. 
No single creamery could give us but- 
ter In such quantities "as do tho co-op- 
erative associations which market tho 
pi^duct of several federated creamer- 
ies. Neither can we get such an abso- 
lutely uniform quality elsewhere. Wo 
do not Bay but that at times a private- 
ly owned creamery will produce Just 
as good a grade of butter. It Is al- 
ways a problem with ua, howovor, as 
to each creamery. We have to know 
tho creamery Itself and have to know 
whether or not thoy continue to have 
the aamo butter maker. With tho co- 
operative concern, however, It Is dif- 
ferent. •Nothing gets liy thom unless 
It Is up to standard. They give us 
better stuff and thoy get bettor prices. 

Danish Butter. 
. "Wo do not buy Danish co-operative 
buttor to any extent. It Is too high. 
Bealdos that there is a duty of ten 
marks for a package of fifty kilograms. 
For example whore wo can buy Gor- 
man butter for 125 marks ($25) per 
fifty kilograms we would have to pay 
138 marks ((I27.C0) for Danish but- 
ter. The difference Is greater than 
tho amount of the duty boca.uso Da- 
nish butter has a reputation; also he- 
cause 'tboro Is d demand for Danish 
butter everywhere. Moat of tho Dat 
nlsh buttor goes directly to England. 
Cream Is admitted to. Germany free 
of duty. Wo have tried to ship cream 
from Denmark and make butter hero, 
but it has not succeeded. It Is too 
troublesome a procosa. Everybody In 
Germany will admit that the Danish 
buttor Is as good as our best Gorman 
butter; moat, think It la bettor. It Is 
nocoBsarj' for ub to handlo tho poorer 
grade of butter for some of our trade. 
Wo'.Bet aomo Siberian butter which Is 
conaldered of tho , socond and third 
quality." * 

A Succesaful Syetem. 
T^Ib Is the way tho Gorman farmer 
Bells direct In the city. He unites 
with his. neighbor In a local coopora- 
tivo aocloty. This aoolcty federates 
with others until tboro Is a combina- 
tion that is big enough to compete 
with and out-do any private concern. 
Ho produces a high quality of prod- 
uct He handles it In a bualnoss^ilko 
way. Naturally he gots a fair price 
and makes a fair profit. Co-operatloa 
seoma a buccoss. 




HUOUGHOUT all agoa du- 

porstltlon haa ' swayed 

tho world.

7 down with tho greatest 

care. Even now there la scarcely a . 

nation that does not put faith In ono 

or moro of the Easter' omena. 

Some of theao attach to Good Fri- 
day. In tho tlmo of Catholic Eng- 
land there waa a auporstltlon which 
the king publicly honored with bis 
truat It waB the ceremony of bless- 
ing tho rings. This waa done to pro- 
Borvo their wearora from "tho fall- 
ing elckncas," a trouble commonly 
known to us as cramps. The cramp- 
ring service was of exceptional origi- 
nality. Walsh gives a vivid descrip- 
tion of it 

"Tho king and hla sulto." ho tolls 
us, "would proceed In Btato to the 
palace chapel, upon tho floor of which 
z:osted a crucifix upon a allken cush- 
ion, and la front of which waa spread 
a rich carpet The king would creep 
along tho carpet to tbo crucifix— as a 
token of absolute humility— hla al- 
moner creeping after him. Having 
reached tho crucifix ho would there 
bleaa tho cramp rlnga, which were de- 
posited in a silver basin. After tbia 
waa done the queon and her ladlos- 
in-waltlng entered tho chapel and also 
crept to tho cross. Thia completed 
tho coromony and ,the rings had been 
transformed Into tho most potent 
remedial agenta." 

Drinking a mixture of bread and wa- 
ter was a means of curing several ail- 
ments. The aupcratltlon still holda 
in a few places. Good Friday morn- 
ing loavoB of bread aro baked and 
then laid aeldo until tho following 
year, when tho people grate a small 
portion of tho bread Into water and 
give It to the sufferers. 

Who has not heard of tho English 
"hot .croBB bun?" On tho morning of 
Good Friday throughout England tho 
atreet bun vendcra uaher In tbo uni- 
versal cry of "Hot crosa buns," and 
no family, aa a precautionary method, 
If not for their toothsomoness alone, 
would dare run tho risk of not pur- 
chasing them. Even kings would not 
miss eating thom, for whoever oats 
a bun need have no foar of having 
hla home destroyed by fire during tho 
coming year. 

Early Good Friday morning large 
numbera of men, women and children 
start out In quoat of customors for 
their freah, hot buna, which they 
guard from the cold with a flannel 
covering. And tho ahopa aa well ore 
festive with their own auppUes of It. 
Tho peculiarity of tho hot croas bun 
Ilea In Its being highly spiced and 
bearing on Us brown, sugary surface 
tbo mark of a cross. 

The "one a penny, two a penny, 
hot croaa hunal" havo a more ancient 
origin than la generally BUppoacd. 
The name itself la taken from the 
Greek namo of a certain cake which 
the ancients gavo for an offering to 
tho gods. In tho biblical period tho 
prophet Jeremiah had occasion to no- 
tice this offering, when he saw the 
Idolatry of the Jowlah womon at 
Pathroa, Egypt ■ 

As a preventive of fevers certain 
nations abstained from eating meat 
on Eaator day. But thia proctico nev- 
er obtained in England, 

One of tho moat ancient and unl- 
Toraal of all suporstttlons attaching 
to Eastor day was that of tho dancing 
Bun. At first It was believed to dance 
over the general Joy at tho renewal of 
noture's life In this seaaon of tho 
year. Later, It danced over tho reaur- 
rectlon of Christ ilany cehturlea ago 
on Eaator day people aroao early and 
repaired to tho fields to view thia 
doncing sun. 

In certain countries they had a way 
of observing tho sun at his antics that 
made him -appear more playful than 
over. By viewing It as it rose through 
the morning vapor or watching Its re- 
fiectlon In a stream or a pall of wa- 
ter, they could strengthen their Il- 
lusion. In Scotland tho sun was mer- 
rier than any^vhoro elae, for here It 
waa expected to "whirl round llko a 
cart wheel, and give three loapa." 

Then ono of the greatest concerns 
of. the day came to bo whether tho 
,8tln really did dance or not Grave 
and' learned men dvor all tho world 
DBt tbomaelvea tho taek of solving the 
weighty problem. Sir Thomas Brown 
loft some quaint Idona on the subject. 
'TVe shall not, I hope, disparage 
tho resurrection of our- Redeemer," 
ho writes, "If we say 'that the Bun 
*doth not dance on Eaator day; and 
though wo would willingly assent Into 
any sympathotlcol exultation, yet wo 
cannot conceive therein any moro 
than a tropical expression. Whether 
any auch motion there was In that 
day wherein Christ aroao, , Scrlpturo 
hath not revealed, which hath boon 
punctual in other rocorda concerning 




a o 1 a r y miracles, 
and tho Aroo- 
paglto that yraa 
amazed at the 
eclipse took no no- 
tico of thia, and if 
motaphorlcal ex- 
presslons go so far, - 
we may bo bold 
to affirm, not only 

that tho Bun danced, but two auna 
arose that day; that light appeared at 
his nativity and darkneaa at his death, 
and yot a light at both; for even that 
darkness was a llgfit unto the Gentiles, 
illuminated by that obacurlty. That 
'twas tho first time tho sun sot above 
tho horizon. That, although there were 
darkneaa above tho earth, yet there 
waa light beneath it nor dare wo any 
that bell waa dark it ho were in It." 
. In 1708 tho "Brltiah Apollo" finally 
Bottled tho question In tho following 
words: ^ 

"Old wivoa, Phoebus, say that on Eas- 
ter day 
To tho music o* th' spheres you do 
caper; 
It tho fact sir, bo true, pray let's tho 
cause know, 
When you havo any room In your 
paper." 
"Tbo old wives get merry with aplced 
ale and sherry 
On Easter, which makes them ro- 
mance; 
And whllBt In a rout thair bralna whirl 

about 
They fancy wo caper and dance." 



But tho concluBlon regarding tho 
dancing aun waa not to stand for all 
time, aince the maldenB of Devon- 
shire today rise early in tho moraing 
of Easter for no other than this Iden- 
tical purpose. Moreover these ex- 
traordinary maidens see moro than 
the more dancing of the aun. Their 
power of vision la ao great that they 
can discern a lamb and a flag In tho 
center of tho disk. 

Much importance Is attached to the 
conduct of the elements on Eastor 
day. A piece ot Sussex weather lore 
Informs us that It tho Bun ebinos 
Eastor day It will shine accordingly 
every day In tho ^jfQor, and the same 
they aver Is the caso with rain. .But 
other Eaater prophets only go to tho 
extent of aaying that It will shlno or 
rain until Whitsunday. 

"A good deal ot rain on Easter day 
gives a good crop of grass, hut little 
good hay,'^ runs an ancient proverb. 

On this day the oast wli^ and "wa- 
ter also have great power to ward 
off IllncBs. It the wind blows from 
this direction the people of many lo- 
calities bathe In water Just drawn to 
avoid tho HI effocts ot tho east wind 
during the coming year. Eaator eve 
on tho continent at Mecklenburg, tho 
maiden spreads a linen cloth In tho 
garden and In tho morning If tho wind 
la duo cast she will wash heraelt with 
It while It la yot damp from" dew, 
rain or snow, - whichever has pene- 
trated It Or In the morning the serv- 
ant will draw water and brfng'it to 
the maiden for her bdth. 

In Sachaonhurg, tho peasant rldea 
hla horse Into tho atream to Inaure it 
agalnat sickness of any kind through- 
out tbo year. 

"Dosplto these precautions, however, 
If tho wind Is not due east while ono 
Ib getting the water It* will have no 
efficacy whatever. " 

There 1b more than ono good omen 
for Eaater. It you wish good luck In 
tho coming year Easter ovo you must 
put out all fires and light them anew 
from flint and stool. This la a Bpeclal 
protection agalnal lightning strokea 
as well as good fortune In general. 



Tho poraon spying a lamb on Eas- 
ter morning la fortunate, especially 
If tho animal's head faces tho house, 
for good luck will certainly foUoW 
him. If tho lamb is J^ylnp down or 
looking in anothor direction, however, 
tho fortune will not bo altogether 
good. This belief cornea from a woll- 
establlahed ancient Idea Uuit the devil 
might Inhabit any form aavo that of 
a lamb or a dove. 

There Is ono other prophecy which 
alnco ancient times no woman of in- 
tolllgenco would ever entertain the 
thought of dlarogardhig. This la the 
tallsmanlc virtue vested in now. 
clothcB, Throughout all tlmea therd 
have been grave acholara who have 
ascribed the universal custom ot ap- 
pearing at church and promenading 
the streets Easter Sunday in new at< 
tire to tho vanity of women. With 
all duo deference to tho wlEdom ot 
those sages I must beg to differ fromf 
them, for I can prove that woman 1^ 
not 60 \7orldly in this particular ad 
men bollevo since there happens to 
bo the best ot reasons for her Insist- 
ing upon an Easter hat and Easter 
clothes. . ' 

She may not havo taken you into 
tho inner recess of her heart and . 
bared her reason, but she knows itj 
well herself, and It you are tho dovot^ 
ed husband and father that you ahould 
bo you will do her bidding without 
queatlon. For the peaco ot your mlndj 
however, and In tho effort to fosterj 
your aplrlt ot generosity, I will eni 
lighten you. The women of your 
household know that good fortune will 
not attend them through the tutarej 
ycar^if thoy appear in clothes thati 
thoy have worn before. Therefore, 
since you hold their future happlj 
nesB in your hands, consider well, l{ 
boeaeech you, before bringing Buch 
distress upon them. 

In East Yorkshire, Eng., none but a; 
maiden utterly doatltute would refratnj 
from seeking tho market for some nowi 
bit ot apparel, for aho Is too well! 
a ware of the evil that would attend 
her without her Bofeguard, Try as 
she might aho could never in the fol* 
lowing 12 months havo a dreaa that 
would not be pluokod by birds. 

Superstitions are fast loalng theltj. 
hold upon the world, but those cllng^i 
Ing to tho season ot Easter poaaeBS 
ao groat a charm for us, oven though^ 
long ago we may have sovorod faith 
In thora, that we still find ploaaurei 
In calllng^em to mind on thia "SunH 
day of Joy."

ICE SHEET OVER LO NG ISLAND 

Geologists Explain Its Confii^uratlon 

by. Action of Nature Many Thou- 

sands of Years Ago. 

According to goologlBta Long Taland 
afforJs particularly clear ovldonco.a? 
to tbo history of the great continental 
loo sheet which covered tho northern 
fltotoB many thousand yeara ago. The 
Bouthom margin of this great Ico 
ahoot extended to Long lalaud, it la 
jyUdr Q^d remained thoro for a long 



lime, depositing a thick body of Inter- 
mixed bowldora. Band, and clay as a 
terminal morialno, which la now tho 
"backbone" of tho Island: Tho Ico 
moved southward and brought thoso 
piatorlals from tho north, dropping 
thera at Its molting edge: This pocu. 
liar method of deposition developed a 
very peculiar topography, consisting 
of an Irregular aggregation of hum- 
mocks and hollows, which have pro- 
duced tho many beautiful details of 
configuration that make the higher 
parts of Lorig Island bo attractive -.to 



lovers of nature. The most notablo ol!

A very large proporllon of the un- 
algbdy |>ouIlry In our markets asldo 
from the rubbing and tearing of the 
Bklns, la caused by an Incomplete re- 
moval of the blood. Thla Is evidenced 
by rod dots which . frequently occur 
where the fcathera have been removed, 
capeclally over the thighs and wloga, 
or by the timall velna which are aeen 
over the breast and In Ihe angles of 
tho wings, or larger veins, which mar 
the appearance of tho neck.

Ordinance 

Anlordinance providing for the orKani, 
zation of n lire departmunt and the 
election ofoOici^rs in the VilloKe of 
Antioch. County of Lake and State 
of Illinois: 
Beit ordained by the President and 
Board of Trustees of the Village of 
Antioch, County of Lake and State of 
Illinois: 

Section 1. There is hereby estab- 
lished a volunteer fire department for 
the VillHRe of Antioch, which shall con- 
sist of a marshal, a treasurer and such 
other ofTicers, assistants and volunteer 
firemen as such fire department may by 
its rules from time to time direct. The 
marshal, shall be appointed by the pre- 
sident of the Villai^^G of Antioch. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of 
the fire marshal to attend all fires in 
said Villajre, and in cose of his absence 
it shall be the duty of the ofTicer in 
command to take charge of the depart- 
ment and each and all members of said 
department shall attend all fires if they 
can reasonably do so. 

Section 3. Such fire department 
shall have charge, management and 
control of all implements and apparatus 
belonging to the department 

Section 4. The said fire marshal 
and all other oflicers of said fire de- 
partment shall, while in discharge of 
their duties m attending fires, be and 
have the powers and duties of special 
policemen and said fire department 
shall make all rules pnd regulations 
with respect to attendance upon fires 
and the management and funds of such 
department and the custody and pos- 
session of any and all property of said 
fire department. 
Section 5. The Treasurer of the 

Antioch Volunteer Fire Department 
shall receive from the Treasurer of the 
•Village of Antioch. such moneys as 
shall be collected from the gross 
receipts of fire insurance, and such 
other sums or amounts as may be pro- 
vided by ordinance of said Villatre and 



said treasurer shall pay out such moneys 
upon the order of said fire department 
for the purpose of the maintenance, 
use and benefit of such department. 

Section 0. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances in conHict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 7. This ordinance shall be in 
full force and efi'ect from and after its 
passage and approval.

Ordinance 

An ordinance providing for tho levy 
and collection of a tax or license fee 
from foreign fire insurance com- 
panies for the benefit of the Fire De- 
partment of the Village of Antioch, 
Lake County, Illinois 
Be it ordained by the President, and 
Board of Trustees of the Village of 
Antioch, County of Lake and State of 
Illinois: 

Section 1. All corporations, com- 
panies and associations, not incorporat- 
ed under the laws of this state, which 
are engaged in the Village of Antioch 
in effecting or soliciting fire insurance 
in the Village of Antioch, shall pay to 
the treasurer of said Village on or be- 
fore July 15, A. D. 1914, and annually 
thereafter on or before the Iftth day of 
July,of each and every year following, 
a sum equal to two per cent of the 
gross receipts of premiums received by 
such corporation, company or associa* 
tibn or their agency or agents for busi- 
ness affected or transacted for fire in- 
surance within the said Village of An- 
tioch from the date this ordinance shall 
become effective to the first day of 
July, 1914, and for each succeeding year 
ending on July 1st, thereafter. 

Section 2. Every person acting as 
agent or otherwise for or on behalf of 
any such corporation, company or as- 
sociation shall on or before the 15th day 
of July of each successive year render 
to the clerk of said Village a true, full 
and just account verified by oath of uU 
premiums which shall have been receiv- 
ed by him or any other person for him 
in behalf of any juch corporation, com- 
pany or association during the year 
ending on the first day of July in each 
successive year, and shall fully and 
specifically set out in said report the 
amount or amounts received as prem 
iums for fire insurance. 

Section 3. The said agent or agents 

shall also at the time of the making of 



the above mentioned report, pay to tho 
treasurer of said Village, the said aum 
of two percent, upon the gross receipts 
of such corporation, company or ns- 
sjcintion obtained as premium for af 
fecting firo insurance in said Village ns 
is specified in this ordinance. 

Section 4. If such account be not ren* 
dered on or before the date herein de- 
signated for that purpose or if thi- 
above mentioned rates for said tax or 
license fees shall become unpai<l after 
that day. it shall be unlawfull for any 
such corporation, company or asaocla* 
tion to transact any businesfe of fire in- 
surance in said Village until the re- 
quirement* hereof have been fully com- 
plied with. Nevertheless this provision 
shall in noway'aftect tho validity of 
any risk that may be taken in violation 
hereof between such corporation, com- 
pany or association and the person so 
insured. 

Section 5. If any such corporation, 
company or association fail to render 
the account or report herein designated 
bv the day as herein required, or if the 
above mentioned rates as a tax or 
license fee shall remain unpaid after 
the day designated, to-wit, July 15th 
of each successive year, then such cor- 
poration, company or association shall 
forfeit and pay to the Village of An- 
tioch the sum of two hundred dollars 
upon a conviction for each and every 
olTenae, and in addition to such penalty, 
the Village shall recover in an action in 
its name and for its use against said 
corporation, company or association so 
failing to make such report or pay such 
license fee or tax to the full amount of 
said license fee which shall be due un- 
der tho provisions hereof. 

Section 6. Any and all sums so re- 
ceived under the provisions hereof shall 
form and constitute o fund for tie 
maintenance, use and benefit of the fire " 
department of said Village, and shall 
from time to time be paid to the treas- 
urer of said fire department. 

Section 7. All ordinance and parti ; 
of ordinances irt conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 8. This ordinance shall be 111 
tull force and efitect ten days after its 
pasabge, approval and publication.
